In all this time, our main 
motive has been to have outside 
folks become better acquainted 
with Northern Michigan and its 
possibilities as a year 
playground. 

It is true some of the local 
businessmen may have _ profited 
to some extent from the patron- 
age of visitors, but the Winter 
Sports Association itself has 
never profited financially from 
the project.

The setup is not perfect and 
we want to be the first to admit 
that, but if plans now under 
way materialize, we shall have 
a bigger and better program to 
ofter the public next year and 
succeeding years. 

The Doctor need not worry 
about Southern Michigan towns 
providing theirown Winter 
Sports Program. Natural geo- 
graphical, topographical, and 
other conditions give Northern 
Michigan an advantage in this 
respect that we need only cap- 
italize on. 

The Snow Trains from Detroit 
are a fortunate adjunct to our 
program that we have been able 
to capitalize on due to our prox- 


_imity to Detroit. 


Of the several thousand folks 
from Detroit who have already 
visited us and the several thou- 
sand more we expect in Febru- 
ary, we are certain very few go 
home dissatisfied and that they 
and more will be back again next 
year. 

We've got something here in 
Northern Michigan, let’s pull to- 
gether and make something of it. 
We do in the summer, so why not 
in the winter?

The rolling hills around Detroit 
are marked with the tracks of 
many skiers, and snow trains for 
up-state, although promoted so 
quietly that their existence is 
almost a secret, are crowded to 
the vestibules and sold out three 
weeks in advance. - 

This “king of winter sports” is 
sweeping the country as golf did 
15 years ago. 

‘he Adirondacks and the Alps 
are far away.. The majority of 
middle-westeners who wish to 
ski will necessarily ski in Mich- 
igan. Our territory, while not 
ideal for the sport, is good 
enough. 

Michigan summer resorts which 
equip themselves also as winter 
resorts and offer suitable accom- 
modations for skiers will present- 
ly be doing as profitable a busi- 
ness in January as they do in 
July.—Detroit News. 


NEW LIQUOR REGULATIONS 


(By T. E. Johnson) 


The state liquor control com- 
mission is now g plans for 
the renewal of licenses on May 1. 
They announce that absolutely 
no grace will be permitted and 
that those who have not ar- 
ranged their renewals by April 
30, will not be permitted to open 
their doors on May 1. 

In accordance with the an- 
nouncements previously made, 
the applicants must have the 
approval of the local law en- 
forcing agencies before the com- 
> mission will consider their ap- 
plications at all. 

The present rules permit the 
commission to refuse to grant 
licenses to any persons whom 
they consider unsuitable in any 
way or for premises where they 
do not believe that the best en- 
forcement may be obtained. 

No piace which is connected 
with livin Meade will be con- 
sidered. This means that if there 
is ready access to such quarters, 
the permit will be refused. If 
an outside entrance is used or if 
an outside stairway is in use the 
application will be considered. 

yy place which derives its 
principai revenue from the sale 
of gasoline, oil or automobile ac- 
-cessories is also automatically 
barred under the new rules of 
the commission. Of course there 
are grocery stores which have a 
gasoline pump and which also 
sell Lingle but these will be con- 
sidered if the chief income _ is, 
from the merchandise other than 
auto supplies. 

It may be that these rules will 
work some hardships but the 
members feel that they must 
draw .the line somewhere and it
